There were also two 
grenade explosions at the home of the Oxfam employ- 
ees and two other grenade explosions at the home of 
the ICRC [International Committee of the Red Cross] 
employees. Another explosion took place at the home 
of (MPDL) [expansion unknown]. We also noticed that 
explosions had taken place in their offices — at the 
office of the (ICF) and at the Oxfam office. From all 
this we realized that there were wrongdoers whom we 
all have to fight with all our strength, as we have been 
doing with other wrongdoers. 


[Correspondent] Mr. Governor, were there casualties or 
material damage? 


[Governor] Fortunately, there were no casualties, but 
there was material damage. Three vehicles of the (ICF) 
were hit by the grenade blasts. An Oxfam car was also 
affected. It has also been noticed that grenade blasts hit 
houses, offices, and homes, but not seriously; therefore, 
one Can say that there was not much damage, no human 
victim having been reported. [end recording]

Government Sets Up Committee on Privatizations

determined to speed up and succeed in achieving the 
privatization of state enterprises. At the end of its 
cabinet meeting yesterday, the government decided to 
set up a provisional management committee for state 
enterprises to replace their existing boards of directors. 
The novelty in the exercise is that representatives of 
trade unions and Bretton Wood financial institutions, 
including the World Bank and the IMF, will be on the 
committees. Bienvenu Boudimbou has the details: 
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[Begin Boudimbou recording] Initially, the move seems 
to be a gesture aimed at assuring the IMF which 
approved the adjustment program proposed by the 
Congolese Government a week ago. The government 
considers it imperative to preempt the social upheavals 
that are already perceptible in some enterprises which 
are on the privatization list. 


The future provisional management committee will re- 
place the boards of directors of enterprises such as Hy- 
droCongo, the Transcongolese Communication Agency, 
the National Office of Posts and Telecommunications, 
the National Water Distribution Company, and the Na- 
tional Electricity Company. Chaired by a representative 
of the Ministry of Economy and Finance, this commit- 
tee’s objective will be to define the orientations of each 
enterprise, and to monitor their activities. The original 
aspect of the new arrangement is the fact that represen- 
tatives of the trade unions and financial institutions will 
also serve on the committees but simply as observers. 


Meanwhile, the managers will be replaced by delegate 
administrators who will be charged with facilitating 
the privatization process by ensuring that management 
decisions do not hinder the ongoing process. What 
remains to be seen is the behavior of the workers in 
the face of these new management modalities. At the 
Posts and Telecommunications Ministry, war has not 
broken out yet but the restlessness that is shaking the 
independent unions of the [name indistinct] company

The Zairian defense and security minister, Admiral 
Mavua Mudima, said that "the river border has con- 
stantly caused us problems, often caused by citizens of 
both countries. There are failings on both sides and we 
must closely study the reasons for these problems.”

President, Tanzania’s Mkapa Discuss Refugees

Also present at the 
meeting were the Tanzanian foreign minister, Jakaya 
Kikwete. The two sides discussed the Rwandan refugees 
in Tanzania and relations between our two countries. 


On the refugee question, President Mkapa explained 
to President Bizimungu that he was pleased with the 
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results of the recent Cairo meeting, although he had 
been unable to attend it. The two heads of state agreed 
to do everything possible to carry out what they had 
been asked to do so that refugees could go home. In this 
context, the Tanzanian delegates informed the Rwendan 
side that Tanzania had started to prepare a place where 
it would confine criminals who prevented refugees from 
going home. 


The two sides agreed on the need to make a plan to 
brief refugees in the camps on the facts of the situation 
in Rwanda so that they would not rely on unfounded 
rumors. On the same question of refugees, our heads 
of state called on President Jimmy Carter, Mwalimu 
Julius Nyerere, Archbishop Desmond Tutu and Colonel 
(Ahmedou Tumani Toule) to meet as soon as possible 
to assess the degree of implementation of the Cairo 
decisions and on that basis prepare for another regional 
summit. 


President Mkapa also told President Bizimungu that he 
was planning to meet other regional heads of state for 
them to brief him in detail on the Cairo meeting. It is in 
this context that President Mkapa is to meet Burundian 
president Ntibantunganya. 


Other matters discussed during thc meeting between 
Tanzanian and Burundian officials were relations be- 
tween our two countries. The two sides agreed to give 
these relations impetus, particularly in the telecommu- 
nications and air transport sectors. 


We owe this information to Minister Patrick Mazim- 
paka, who was part of the Rwandan delegation travel- 
ling with President Bizimungu to Mwanza.

Police Round Up Aliens; Crime Rate Falls

Mr. Kikwete 
also said that the Rwandan Government has ensured that 
all necessary preparations to receive returning refugees 
were complete, adding that the government was ready 
to receive 20,000 refugees per day. 


The minister of foreign affairs and international coop- 
eration said that during the talks President Bizimungu 
had stressed that his government needed all its citizens 
for construction and national unity. 


Earlier, before their meeting, presidents Mkapa and 
Bizimungu had talks with the father of nation, Mwalimu 
Julius Nyerere, regarding recent meeting on peace in 
Rwanda held in Cairo, Egypt, under the chairmanship 
of former U.S. President Mr. Jimmy Carter.

Meanwhile, the Sudan People’s Liberation Army, 
SPLA, of Colonel John Garang have said they are in 
regular combat against the remnant forces of Joseph 
Kony’s Lord’s Resistance Army, LRA. 


SPLA’s deputy chief of general staff for operations, 
Oyai Deng [Ajak] told THE NEW VISION team in 
[Wadi] Ameh that the Arab soldiers in the Sudanese 
Government army use the "tong tong” to ambush SPLA 
on Magwe-ameh road and on Capt Cook Road (Magwe- 
Juba road). He said the “tong tong" move in darkness 
using "panya [rat] routes." 


"Tong tong” is a luo word meaning somebody who cuts 
meat or persons. The Sudanese refer to Kony’s group 
in Sudan as the "tong tong”. 
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Commander Oyai said that in a period of two weeks, 
the Kony rebels ambushed five vehicles belonging to 
the SPLA during which one driver was injured. He said 
that they operate from areas in Aru [name as published] 
village near Kit river, where they are camped together 
with the government army. "They will not be a problem 
to us. They are now finished just as the government 
troops in Aswa and Kit. Many of Kony’s troops are 
deserting and returning to Uganda," he said. 


Oyai said that during one such ambush, SPLA kiiled 
six “tong iong” along Ameh-panvikwara [name as 
published] road. He said Kony destroyed a pick-up 
belonging to SPLA using a rocket-propelled grenade, 
RPG, and that a landmine planted by Kony rebels hit a 
Hino heavy duty truck of the SPLA. 


The SPLA commander on the Kit front, Gabriel Majok 
Nak, said that he received information that Joseph Kony 
and his chief of staff, George Omona, met on Thursday 
[7 December] last week in Kit to decide when to lead 
the government army against SPLA. "We are waiting 
for them. This time the original Kony [rebels] are trying 
their luck against SPLA,” Commander Majok said. 


He said that the mostly Arab soldiers have always 
avoided fighting SPLA face to face. "Time is coming 
when Kony’s 300 men still remaining will have to die. 
Then the students will refuse to fight. That will be the 
moment of truth for President Umar al-Bashir," Majok 
Said. 


SPLA Reportedly Seizes Sudanese Invasion Plans

The rebel Sudan People’s 
Liberation Army force also said the information on 
documents corroborates with that revealed to them on 
24th October by a Kony rebel they had arrested near 
Pogee [name as published]. 


SPLA’s deputy chief of general staff for operations, 
Commander Oyai Deng Ajak, confirmed seizure of the 
documents. "Our attack on Parajok and Palotaka was a 
surprise to Kony rebels and Khartoum’s evil designs on 
its neighbors," Deng Ajak, who is in charge of eastern 
Equatoria west of Torit, said. 


In Magwe the commander in charge of Magwe town, 
Deng Leek, s*id documents found indicated there were 
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communications between the National Islamic Front, 
NIF, government and the LRA’s colleagues in Uganda 
who included politicians opposed to the Kampala gov- 
ernment, army officers within Uganda People’s Defense 
Forces, UPDF, and some former soldiers. "The doc- 
wiucnts contained detailed maps of areas in northern 
Uganda. It [as published] showed the bridges including 
Karuma bridge, which was to be one of the first targets 
in the invasion where the Sudanese army was to aid the 
plan using its fighter planes," Commander Leek said. 


He said the documents helped to confirm revelations of a 
Kony rebel who on 24th October told the SPLA at Pogee 
that he was deserting the Kony camp. "The boy told us 
about the party in Palotaka scheduled for 26th October, 
which was to celebrate the first anniversary of LRA’s 
cooperation in Sudan with the NIF government. The 
party was also to mark the end of the SPLA rebellion," 
Commander Leek said. 


According to the documents, some of which were trans- 
lated from Arabic to English by the SPLA commanders, 
Uganda was to be attacked from three points. SPLA offi- 
cers explained that the invasion operation order showed 
that the first entry point was from Lobone and Pogee in 
Sudan through Lukung [name as published] to Kitgum 
town. 


The second group was to attack from Nimule after over- 
running SPLA units there to Bibia [name as published] 
and Atiak in Gulu town. This group was to proceed to 
Karurna bridge, while the Kitgum group was to proceed 
eastwards to Soroti and Moroto. 


The third group was to move from Aswa via Nimule to 
Bibia and Adjumani. They were to be joined by West 
Nile Bank Front, WNBF, forces of Colonel Juma Oris 
who were to move from Kaia and Araba Miju [name as 
published] toward Kajo Kaji to Arunga county in Arua 
District. This group was to overrun west Nile region. 
"The stockpiles of guns in Parajok and Palotaka was 
[as published] to effect the operation,” said Commander 
Leek. 


SPLA officers said they captured and destroyed guns in 
Owiny, Palotaka and Parajok worth over 400m dollars. 
They said in Owiny Ki Bul, the brigade commander, 
Brigadier Muhammad al Hasan Alias Isawi, ordered the 
destruction of 40 lorries, one loader, four tanks and set 
ablaze all ammunition stores. 


In Parajok, the SPLA said, they killed, forced to flee 
or wounded an estimated 3,000 of the LRA and NIF 
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troops stationed there to initiate the invasion. They said 
the commander in charge of Parajok, Brigadier Daudi 
Babikr, was in Juba by the time Parajok was captured, 
but his operational commander, Major Sayf al-Din, was 
captured. 


SPLA claimed that the guns captured in Parajok and 
Palotaka included five tanks, 20 heavy duty lorries, 12 
pieces of 120mm mortars, six howitzers, 3,000 rifles 
and machine-guns. They said the destroyed weapons 
included 60 trucks, 4,000 rifles burnt in Palotaka and 
missiles. 


"They had also acquired a number of missiles including 
BM-21. These were designed for destroying any heli- 
copter gunships in Gulu and Kitgum,” Garang Akok 
Said. 


Commander Leek explained that the 26th October 
celebration in Palotaka was to put a seal on the invasion 
plan. He said by the time of the Palotaka attack on 
26th October, the celebrations had begun. He said 
among those in attendance were a member of Sudan 
government's military council, Shams al-Din, and the 
commissioner of Magwe-parajok region, Umar Jallab.

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Mandela’s ‘Moral Leadership’ on Nigeria Lauded

nally took his present tough position on Nigeria follow- 
ing the execution of nine Ogoni activists last month, it 
was a move which begged for brave and bold support. 


But no one has been either brave or bold enough to stand 
with him. The disgraceful silence of the Organisation of 
African Unity following the hangings was made all the 
worse last week by the failure of the body’s secretary- 
general to stand up to Nigeria’s Sani Abacha in a face- 
to-face meeting. 


Dr Salim Ahmed-Salim emerged from the meeting 
with much the same view that South African Deputy 
President Thabo Mbeki had brought from his earlier 
encounter with the Nigerian despot: he begged ongoing 
dialogue and urged that the Nigerian regime should not 
be isolated. 


The crucial difference was that Abacha had so shifted 
the goalposts and changed the rules of the game since 
the Mbeki meeting that gentle encouragement was no 
longer relevani. Mandela understands that now but 
Salim did not have the stomach. 


Monday’s summit of the Southern African Development 
Community [SADC], while polite on the face of it, was 
attended by only four other heads of state, and it left 
Mandela without the regional solidarity he was seeking. 


A recent Foreign Affairs briefing document on Nigeria 
asserte’ liat the campaign to isolate Nigeria and impose 
sancti .s had to continue, a position endorsed this week 
by the ANC national executive committee. 


"It is our wish that we will carry along our brothers 
in SADC and that we will work within the international 
organisations, namely the Commonwealth and the OAU, 
to press for sanctions against Nigeria,” said the briefing 
document. 


The SADC leaders emerged from the summit having 
decided to leave the tough questions on Nigeria to 
the eight-member Commonwealth Ministerial Action 
Group established in Auckland to pursue the Nigeria 
question following the country’s suspension from that 
international body. 


It was a weak move and akin to the old Frontline States 
saying, “Don’t worry about apartheid, the Common- 
wealth will deal with it." South Africa’s own history, 
over sO many tortured years, is still the measure of how 
much it takes to isolate a regime, not how little.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] A high-powered committee of 
Cabinet ministers moved this week to rein in South 
Africa's arms industry. 


The national conventional arms control committee 
[NCACC], a multiparty body chaired by water affairs 
and forestry minister Kader Asmal, said on Friday 
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[8 December] it had passed information on the arms 
export industry to be attorney-general’s office. 


The information allegedly implicates Atlas, a division 
of Denel in the illegal export of Mirage fighter jet parts. 


It is believed that the move is part of a deliberate 
initiative to stamp the authority of the new government 
on the arms export industry. 


"We are enforcing the law," Asmal told THE SUNDAY 
INDEPENDENT yesterday of the committee’s unani- 
mous decision to alert the attorney-general. 


The decision followed the conipletion of an investiga- 
tion by the directorate of arms controi, Asma! said. The 
directorate’s findings were presented to the cabinet com- 
mittee, which met this week for the fifth time since it 
was established in August. 


In the allegations given ‘to the attorney-general’s office, 
it is argued that permit procedures in the Armaments 
Development and Production Act had not been followed 
by Atlas. 


The parts were sent to Spain’s ITP aviation company 
following the signing of a co-operation agreement 
between it, Snecma (which manufactures the Atar 
engines used by Mirage fighter jets) and Denel at the 
Paris airshow in June this year. 


The agreement allied the three companies in a venture 
to upgrade and supply the thousands of Mirage jets still 
being used across the world. South Africa’s inclusion 
followed the reputation it garnered for upgrading the 
Mirage into the local Cheetah. 


The committee’s statement indicated clearly, however, 
that the export of the parts was legal. It was the apparent 
avoidance of official procedures end permit systems 
which attracted attention. 


"I suspect they were chancing their arm,” one committee 
member said. 


Until 1992, Armscor had complete discretion over the 
two-phase arms export permit system, the committee 
member pointed out. This had become truncated over 
time into a one-phase system, essentially giving carte 
blanche to exporters once a general authorisation had 
been received. 


This had been allowed to continue in spite of the 
Cameron commission investigation. The committee's 
move this week was aimed at enforcing a more literal 
obedience to the relevant laws, it was argued. 


Denel’s spokesman, Paul Holtzhausen said the company 
had been caught unawares by the announcement. 
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He suid Denel would co-operate with the attorney- 
general and the committee, which had an important role 
to play in regulating the arms industry. 


"Because the matter has now gone to the atltorney- 
general, if is sub-judice and therefore we cannot com- 
ment on the allegations.” 


According to the act, “any person who ... commits an 
offence in relation to the export, marketing, import, 
conveyance in the transit, development or manufacture 
of armaments shall be guilty of an offence and liable 
on conviction to a fine not exceeding R10,000 [rands], 
imprisonment not exceeding 10 years, or to both.” 


Sources in the industry suggest that deep tensions are 
developing between politicians on the committee and 
senior industry managers. 


Holtzhausen denied this. "We are not at loggerheads 
with the NCACC." 


But some members of the industry charge that the com- 
mittee is crippling its ability to complete internationally 
by invoking bureaucratic permit and export procedures. 
They say committee members believe that the already 
dwindling arms export industry should be further cur- 
tailed. 


Government sources respond that the country’s new 
constitutional order, including the need for transparency 
and accountability, have to be imposed on the arms 
industry. 


Asmal told THE SUNDAY INDEPENDENT that an 
inspector-general would soon be appointed to scrutinise 
and supervise arms exports. 


"Until then we must do it ourselves. While we are 
doing everything we can to expedite things — hundreds 
of permits have been issued since August — we will 
enforce the absolute observance of the existing law." 


He said a new three-stage permit process would be 
introduced from February next year. 


Armscor Chief Predicts Boost in Defense Exports

industry intends doubling its international exports in two 
years, providing additional jobs for more than 50,000 
people, the new chairman of Armscor [Armaments 
Corporation of South Africa], Ron Haywood, said in 
Pretoria yesterday. 
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The industry had been given a boost by the signing of 
four agreemeats during Malaysia’s Lima '96 maritime 
and aerospace show which ended at the weekend, 
with the major contract being between Denel and the 
Airod Organisation for the manufacture of Rooivalk [red 
falcon] and Oryx helicopters in Malaysia. 


There was also a naval upgrade programme between Al- 
tech Defence Systems and the Mafra Wira company, and 
an electronic warfare technology agreement between 
Advanced Technologies and Engineering and Integ: ated 
Technologies and Systems, of Kuala Lumpur. 


This year alone, South Africa which was represented 
by 30 companies with 250 products on the show — has 
cutained contracts totalling R180 million [Rands] with 
Malaysia. 


The Rooivalk agreement alone is expected to have a 
multibillion-rand influence on the industry. 


"South Africa at present has a market share of only 0.3% 
of the global defence business. This is worth about R900 
million. It is our intention to double this share, with a 
corresponding rise in its value,” said Haywood. 


ANC Denies COSATU Split Over Privatization

SAPA — The ANC says COSATU’s [Congress of 
South African Trade Unions] announcement on Thurs- 
day [14 December] that it will call a national strike 
next month to protest against the proposed privatisation 
Of state assets does not signal a split with the labour 
federation. 


Responding to the decision taken by the Congress of 
South African Trade Unions’ National Executive Com- 
mittee, the African National Congress said it rejected 
any analysis that this signalled a split with its tradi- 
tional ally, describing such thinking as “a figment of 
the imagination”. 


COSATU’s strike announcement followed last week's 
statement by Deputy President Thabo Mbeki that certain 
parastatals are to be sold to the private sector. 


COSATU General-Secretary Sam Shilowa said the 
labour federation was not opposed to the restructuring 
of state assets, but wanted the move to be in line 
with the aims and objectives of the Reconstruction and 
Development Programme [RDP]. 


ANC spokesman Ronnie Mamoepa said: “The Nativnal 
Executive Committee of the ANC has noted the decision 
by COSATU to embark on strike action next year, but 
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we have not been able to discuss the planned action with 
COSATU.” 


Mamoepa said the ANC welcomed efforts by the 
government to discuss and consult wi'.: the trade union 
federation on the matter, “in the best interest of the 
country”. 


"For its part the /.NC will make its de‘ ailed input into 
this consultative process on an ongoing basis.” 


Mamoepa said the government decisi to privatise 
parastatals was in line with the RDP — “a national 
Strategic vision which reflects the need to retain core 
utilities with the private sector”. 


Issues Facing Constitutional Assembly Reviewed

opaque, Cyril Ramaphosa is confident that we will 
have a new constitution by May — two years afler 
the installation of the Government of National Unity 
(GNU). All you have to do, he suggests, is lock people 
up in a room and wait for a workable compromise. 


That was how the interim constitution emerged from the 
Kempton Park deliberations. Will it work again? 


Media and political reaction to last week’s release of 
the "Working Draft of the New Constitution” (to use 
the document’s full title) has tended to underscore just 
how much work remains to be done. There are four 
unresolved key issues: 


— The balance of powers — legislative, executive and 
fiscal — between the provinces and the centre. This 
is essentially an argument over the allowable degree 
of federalism in SA [South Africa] and cannot be 
resolved without Inkatha, which has again raised its 
demand for “international mediation" on the issue” — 
whether the Senate — or, as the ANC would have it, 
the Council of Provinces — should have oversight and 
veto authority on all legislation or only on laws with 
regional implications; 


— The structure of the Cabinet. Agreement on this 
has stalled because the NP [National Party] wants the 
life of the GNU extended beyond 1999, which implies 
proportional representation of parties in the executive 
and a continued deputy presidency for the Nationalists. 
The ANC wants a winner-takes-all electoral system and 
the presidential appointment of a Deputy President ci 
Primz Minister; and 


— The entrenchment, or otherwise, of property and 
economic entitlements in the Bill of Rights. Too costly, 
say the ANC’s critics; essential, say the social engineers. 
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As the FM [Financial Mail] has reneatedly pointed 
out, one reason the Constitutional Assembly (CA) has 
been able to offer a document riddled with options and 
incompatibilities is that the key outstanding issues are 
a matter for high-profile political negotiation. The key 
players :a the CA have been trapped below their level 
of negotiating power — and must constantly refer to the 
party leaders ‘or guidance rather than simply sorting out 
contentious issues in “bilaterals.” 


The interim constitution of 1993 is a ragbag of deadlines 
and compromises aimed at securing a framework for 
the transition. That means sloppy formulations and 
ambiguous language were of less importance than they 
would be in a final basic law, which has to promote 
sound economic and political governance for future 
generations. 


The draft constitution now being disseminated across 
the land is little more than a snapshot of the state of 
middle-level CA debate in November. It is interesting 
to note, however, that agreement has been reached on 
certain fundamental principles that would make political 
recidivism impossible, certainly when one compares 
them with the provisions of the tripartite constitution 
that excluded blacks. 


Thus SA is "one sovereign democratic State founded on 
a commitment to achieve equality, promote and protect 
human dignity and advance fundamental human rights 
and freedoms.” There is a common SA citizenship. The 
clause in the interim constitution that precluded MPs 
from crossing the floor has been excised. The indepen- 
dence of the Reserve Bank from political intsrference 


appears secure. 


These are not just steps in the right direction — 
to use the derisive phrase that was applied to P 
W Botha’s constitutional vision. They represent the 
founding principles of the kind of nation-state that has 
never before been seen in Africa. It could be argued 
that while the prospect is for an ideal constitution — 
in democratic terms — we are not an ideal people and 
therein lie the seeds of future discord. 


But the supremacy of the constitution — accountability 
and the rule of law — cannot be overturned except by 
coup d’etat or ruthless majoritarianism, neither of which 
is in prospect now. 


The Bill of Rights, as it stands, needs to be evaluated in 
considering the long-term stability of the constitution. 
Here, party differences are all too apparent and hard 
bargaining lies ahead. It is immediately apparent that 
two tendencies are at war — broadly speaking, that of 
the minority parties and that of the ANC. The ANC 
is in for a particularly rough ride over its attempts to 


delete the rights to own property and to freely engag. 
in economic activity. 

The Democratic Party is especially scathing of the 
ANC’s attempts to entrench detailed socio-economic 
rights, curtail freedom of expression and weaken the 
limitations clause in a way that would favow the 
collective centre against individuals and the regions. 
Even the right to life — the subject of a Constitutional 
Court ruling on the death penalty — has been revisited 
and now reappears with options. 


Quite simply, the NP is refusing to back down over 
its demand for the reinstatement of }\dicial execution. 
Should it carry the day, the Constitutional Court — 
which based its determination on the simple "right to 
life” clause of the interim constitution — would have to 
reconsider its Own verdict. 


But that is only one area of disagreement. 


Slightly more than half of the 33 clauses in the Bill 
of Rights have been accepted — but even these are 

‘ject to “refinement.” DP [Democratic Party) leader 
(ow ’ Leon comments: "A huge amount of work remains 
‘> be done. We frittered away time reading scripts to 
each other and the hard bargaining only really started 
in the last month or two.” 


Much of the Bill of Rights, he argues, is a triumph 
of form over substance and reflects considerable grand- 
standing and ideological posturing. The fundamental re- 
quirement that a Bill of Rights protect individuals and 
minorities — not the majority party that has the power 
to push through favoured legislation — has been ob- 
scured time and again by party political positioning and 
posturing. 


One example is the ANC’s refusal to guarantee property 
rights — probably the biggest hurdle in the finalisation 
of the Bill of Rights. (Words indistinct] the ANC 
dropped its objection to a property clause and claimed 
the backing of the DP and NP for a new clause that 
linked the right to own property with the right to land 
reform. Yet the draft constitution shows that the ANC 
and NP have somersaulted back to positions they held 
four to five months ago, setting the scene for 4 bruising 
confrontation in the new year. The public is now asked 
to respond to a series of options (as in a primary school 
test) that conceal bitter differences over the strength 
of property ownership set against a history of land 
dispossession. 

A new ANC option, firmly rejected by the NP, would 
guarantee the right to property only in so far as it did 
not interfere with land reform. It could also exempt 
the State from paying market-related compensation in 
the case of expropriation. NP negotiator Senator Ray 
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Radue says: "To remove the property clause will create 
economic chaos and uncert:inty throughout SA and will 
scare away foreign investment." 


Excising freedom of economic activity would have 
much the same effect. The DP and NP see the inclusion 
of such a right as a safeguard against State interference 
in the economy and a necessary counter against the 
considerable freedoms granted to labour. The right to 
strike has been written in but the right to an employer 
lock-out remains unresolved. 


The ANC conveniently chooses such points to argue that 
the constitution should not prescribe government policy. 
The minority parties have the backiug of the business 
sector. SACOB [South African Chamber of Business] 
points out that economic freedoms are the fundamental 
prerequisites for the material upliftment of mankind and 
the right to own propery is essential for the economy 
to operate effectively. 


The draft constitution guarantees freedom of expression 
— except that there is an ANC option that would ban 
“hate speak,” which is defined as "the advocacy of ha- 
tred based on race, ethnicity, gender or religion that con- 
stitutes an incitement to discrimination.” In a fledgling 
democracy characterised by sharply conflicting view- 
points, this is an unhealthy move to allow censorship in 
through the back door. 


There is dissension over the limitations ciause. The 
ANC wants to relax the conditions under which fun- 
damental rights may be curtailed so that, it argues, it is 
not unduly circumscribed in fighting crime. That would 
open the door to abuse — and the argument is rightly 
scorned by the NP and DP. A weakening of the limita- 
tions clause would detract from the humane and enlight- 
ened provisions in the Bill of Rights that cover arrested, 
accused and detained people aad which govern the dec- 
laration of states of emergency. 


Leon says pressure exerted by powerful lobby groups 
has influenced the formulation and existence of certain 
Clauses in the draft Bill of Rights. Public clamour for 
the restoration of the death penalty is one example. 
He adds that the greater emphasis on the rights of 
children came about as a consequence of a Swedish 
government donation of about R2m [rands] to a local 
pressure group. He notes: "Japan's constitution devotes 
about three words to the rights of the child and Brazil's 
about three pages; but in which country are their rights 
better protected?" 


A Bill of Rights should sketch a broad framework 
within which the legislature should develop detailed 
policies, as the ANC itself has pointed out, and the 
finer interpretation must be left to the courts. Yet it is 
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precisely the draft constitution’s ANC-inspired detail on 
socio-economic rights that makes it a flawed document. 
The Bill of Rights now goes so far as to gua 
everyone access to reproductive health care. Vv n 
cardiac or dental care? 


The principle is the same: that future generations \.. uo 
have to pick up the tab for entrenched, costly sociai 
policies normally considered the prerogative of the 
government of the day. 


Much the same is the suggestion that nobody may 
be refused emergency medical treatment. The public 
health-care system is labouring to meet existing needs 
— so much so that recently a Gauteng doctor was 
rebuked by the province for carrying out a heart 
transplant. By mooting such a clause, the ANC is setting 
itself up for legal action whenever the public health 
system fails to deliver an organ transplant that the 
presiding surgeon deems necessary for the survival of 
his patient. 


While there is broad agreement that everyone should 
have the right of access to housing, land, health, water, 
food and the social security system, the formulations 
may be revisited and tightened up. 


The draft constitution has for the most part been written 
in lucid language — a clear advance on the arcana of the 
interim constitution — and all parties have accepted that 
the Bill of Rights needs to be simply phrased, outlining 
an ideal of attainment that will have to be moderated 
by a growing volume of case law emanating from the 
Constitutional Court. 


But, clearly, there is still a long way to go before the Bill 
of Rights can claim to be called the product of national 
consensus. Equally, the issue of federalism cannot be 
resolved without the participation of Inkatha. That is a 
political prerequisite — not a matter for public debate 
and comment, which is what the draft constitution is 
meant to initiate. Indeed, in the sense that public input 
at this stage will inevitably be secondary to the closed- 
door negotiations of the party leaders, the public is being 
misled on the degree of its importance in the formulation 
of the new consticution. 


The draft is not an entirely embarrassing concoction, as 
some have suggested. But it is not all that it seems. The 
big d*cisions now are political. 


A pivotal formulation could turn ont to be Clause 152, 
dealing with provincial constitutions, which is given 
with an “alternative formulation,” but no further com- 
ment. This states in part that “a provincial constitution 
must be consistent with the constitution; but, provided 
that it does not deviate from the principles embodied in 
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the constitution, it may: (a) establish d‘‘ferent legisla- 
tive and executive structures and procedures; and (b) 
provide for the institution, role, authority and status of 
a traditional monarch in the province." 


If Inkatha maintains its position that international me- 
diation is essential before it returns to the CA, this 
clause now gives the mediators a starting point. Pro- 
vided the over-arching framework of the constitution 
is not breached, the "restoration" of the Kingdom of 
KwaZulu would not seem to be excluded from the for- 
mulation. In fact, even in terms of the interim constitu- 
tion, there is scope for a Zulu monarchy, just as there is 
scope for an Afrikaner volkstaat [Afrikaner homeland]. 


What will happen if no final agreement can be reached 
on a new constitution before May, the deadline for 
adoption? There are to possibilities. 


The first is that the process can be extended by yet 
another amendment to the interim constitution. The 
second, however, is that if all else fails, the interim 
constitution miakes provision for certain enabling steps. 


If the CA does not ratify the final text by a two-thirds 
majority (327 votes out of 490, of which 312 are ANC), 
a simple majority could see the text referred by the 
President for a national referendum in which only a 
60% majority would be needed to pass the constitution. 


Conceivably, therefore, should the ANC follow that 
route, it could put its own formulations to the public 
and carry the day That, however, would be a recipe for 
conflict. That really would be majoritarianism. 


The new year will see a fresh round of bargaining. 
It is essential that Inkatha be a part of that process. 
Ramaphosa seems all too kecniy aware of the need 
for this — and the pressure for closure and finality is 
growing. 


Law Inhibits NIA Role in Fighting Crime

Agency [NIA] would like to get more involved in 
the fighting of crime, but laws that prevent it from 
monitoring people’s movements are proving a problem. 


NIA director-general Dr Sizakele Sigxashe told SOWE- 
TAN in an interview that the intelligence services had 
“enormous capability", but they were unable to use it. 


"We can work with the police in fighting crime, 
especially when it comes to the monitoring of certain 
syndicates. But while we have the capability to get to

certain criminals, the law does not allow us do certain 
things,” he said. 


Sigxashe was referring to the Interception and Moni- 
toring Prohibition Act, which prevents them from mon- 
itoring calls or bugging a person’s telephone without 
permission from [words indistinct]. He stressed that he 
was not keen for a return to the "dark past" when "phone 
tapping was the norm". 


“We have no need to spy on people who are no threat 
to the State. But we do have immense technological 
capability which we can use by law only to monitor 
people outside the country. 


"It could be put to use in fighting crime...for example 
if we know that there is a certain gang operating in 
Hillbrow, we should be able to monitor their activities 
and thus help the police.” 


He said the intelligence service was still capable of 
collecting information and that they could still make 
use of covert sources. "Intelligence has to be timeous to 
be of any value,” he added. 


Sigxashe also admitted that the quality of intelligence 
on the situation in KwaZulu/Natal was so poor that they 
were criticised for this by the Cabinet Committee on 
Security and Intelligence. 


The problems were historical, he said. Six intelligence 
services were amalgamated into one, but operatives 
retained some of the their partisanship. Thus they tended 
to look at opposing political parties to blame, he said. 


"We've finally managed to work out key positions and 
while there are minor problems, we've come to grips 
with the situation in Natal,” he said.

"quiet diplomacy” failed to save the nine dissidents and 
he “admitted he reacted in anger by calling for oil sanc- 
tions and the suspension of Nigeria from the Common- 
wealth." "This is no way to deal with such grave issues 
as the Nigerian hanging and harm his own image espe- 
cially in Africa."

{[FBIS Translated Text] The Joint Commission will draw 
up a plan for the rapid disengagement of National 
Union for the Total Independence of Angola [UNITA] 
and government forces in sensitive areas. The Joint 
Commission’s 28th plenary session has called for an 
end to cease-fire violations. Alves Antonio has more 
details: 


{Antonio} In Luanda today, the Joint Commission con- 
demned UNITA’s military operations in Lunda Norte 
Province. At the end of the session, Joint Commis- 
sion Chairman Alioune Blondin Beye expressed con- 
cern over the dangerous increase in tension in different 
parts of the country recently. 


[Beye, in French with passage-by-passage translation 
into Portuguese] "With regard to the cease-fire (?vio- 
lation), the Joint Commission noted with great concern 
the dangerous increase in tension recently that has seri- 
ously obstructed the peace process. 


"The Joint Commission deplores the cease-fire viola- 
tions by the government and UNITA, which have been 
confirmed by the UN Angola Verification Mission-3. 


"The Joint Commission specifically condemned 
UNITA’s military operations in the Lundas. To deal 
with this situation, the Joint Commission reiterated its 
decision to quickly draw up a plan for disengagement 
in the country’s most sensitive areas." 


The Joint Commission adopted the following decision 


on the confinement of UNITA military forces, which 
was interrupted over two weeks ago: 
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[Beye] "The Joint Commission urged UNITA to resume 
the confinement process on the basis of the encouraging 
resolutions adopted on 1 December during discussions 
between the UN special representative in Angola and 
the UNITA leadership in Andulo." 


The Joint Commission also called on the government 
to implement the announced measures to create greater 
trust in the peace process: 


[Beye] "The Joint Commission urges the government 
to continue to implement the measures designed to im- 
prove the atmosphere of trust, especially the withdrawal 
of government forces, as it has begun [words indis- 
tinct].” 


The Joint Commission made the following recommen- 
dation to the government and UNITA on forming the 
Angolan Armed Forces: 


[Beye] "The Joint Commission deplored the delay 
[words indistinct] in completing the formation of the 
FAA forces and called on the government and UNITA 
to resume direct talks to resolve this issue soon." 


The Joint Commission expressed satisfaction with the 
government's unilateral decision to release prisoners of 
war, and it called on UNITA to resume talks with the 
International Committee of the Red Cross [ICRC] on 
this issue. 


[Beye] “On the subject of the release of prisoners, 
the Joint Commission noted with satisfaction that the 
government has already started to implement the steps it 
announced. Nine people were released in Uige yesterday 
and more people will be released in Menongue soon. 
The Joint Commission supports the government's effort 
to implement this measure. 


“The Joint Commission is pleased by the resumption 
of negotiations between the ICRC and UNITA and 
urges the UNITA leadership to adopt measures aimed 
at releasing prisoners soon." 


The Joint Commission will hold its 29th ordinary 
session on 4 January 1996.

Norte, Lunda Sul, and Bie Provinces, which greatly af- 
fected the trust between the two sides. The Standing 
Commission was briefed on activities undertaken by the 
Joint Commission in its 4th special session.

Mugabe ‘Confident’ of Remaining in Office

[FBIS Transcribed Text] A report from Harare says that 
President Robert Mugabe is confident of wining another 
five-year term in office after next year’s presidential 
elections. 


He told a meeting of his party’s central committee that 
the party still enjoyed the confidence of the people. The 
ruling ZANU-PF [Zimbabwe African National Union- 
Patriotic Front] party has had an overwhelming victory 
in the past three general elections, but President Mugabe 
said there was still a need to encourage the urban 
electorate to cast their vote. He said it was the urban 
voters who would requife greater persuasion to vote 
because of the apathy in the cities and towns where 
economic hardships were being felt more than in the 
fural areas. 


Hardships blamed on strict economic reforms demanded 
by the World Bank have disillusioned many Zimbab- 
weans who have been apathetic in elections in recent 
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ye ws. Mr. Mugabe’s two main challengers in the presi- 
dential race are the leader of United Parties and former 
premier of the 1979 transitional government, Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa; and the ZANU-NDONGA leader, the 
Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole. Mr. Sithole is out on bail fac- 
ing charges of conspiring to kill President Mugabe and 
overthrow the government. 


Calls For Revamping of ZANU-PF

Mugabe, says there is need for the party to critically 
examine the machinery used in the run-up to the general 
election, especially when conducting the party’s primary 
elections, and the level of discipline or lack of it, which 
is being displayed by ZANU-PF [Zimbabwe African 
National Union-Patriotic Front] cadres. 


Speaking at this year’s second meeting of the National 
Consultative Assembly in Harare today, Comrade Mu- 
gabe said the party machinery showed weaknesses when 
it was put to the test during the primary elections, adding 
that the need for a proper restructuring of the party has 
never been more important. 


He said lack of a viable authoritative machinery has 
been the cause of a lot of confusion among ZANU- 
PF supporters, adding that the infighting and confusion 
at leadership level in some cases have also dealt a 
blow to the position taken by the party, resulting in the 
emergence of independent members of Parliament and 
councillors. 


He said despite their claim of being independent, these 
MPs and councillors owe their victories to ZANU-PF 
because they were voted in by the aggrieved factions 
of the party in the constituencies concerned. He said 
such developments in the party showed that there are 
problems which cannot be swept under the carpet, but 
called for immediate attention. 


He also called for discipline in the party, saying the 
pafty should try to look at pertinent problems and then 
come up with a clearer way of conducting all forms of 
party elections to preserve party unity. 
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
